In 
many cases it is unsatisfactory, be- 
cause the promised supply fails. just 
whén ‘it is expected to go on—quali- 
ty is sometimes not up to standard— 
Gifficulties of delivering-on set days 
eomes in when the horses*happen to 
be extra busy on the farm. Then 
there are difficulties on the other side 
of collecting payments and getting

on, It.is noétvan uncomnion thing 
too for the ‘country woman to be 
done out of her goods. I heard of 


‘one woman who had fresh eggs sent 


to her, and after some mbnths wrote 
to say she would not pay the price, 
‘as half the eggs were rotten! Just 
lately I heard of two cases where 
crocks of butter had been sent in. 
One woman Kept hier crock in a damp 
cellar and said the butter was mouldy 
and refused to pay. The other kept 
hers next a Steam pipe and declared 
her bufter went rancid and she re- 
fused to pay. Well, ‘these is a very 
simple remedy for offéhders in both 
cases. “Cut them out,” and stay only 
with those who deal fairly. While 
some customers are jinsatisfactory, 
there are others with whom it isa 
ee | pleasure to do business; consid- 
erate, punctual, and efficient; there 
is no trouble at all in dealing 
them. I know of one such,-who on 
receiving poultry sent in, returned 
two cents a pound more {han the 
price asked, because the quality was 
sg good, and ‘another gentler who 
paid three cents a pound for turkeys 
‘more than was’ asked, for the same 
réason. Little wonder there is 3y- 
isfaction on both sides there. It was 
a pleasure for those buyers to show 
their appteciation in that way, aud 
the farm woman could not fail to feel 
pleasure and encouragement, which 
might show itself in an extra pot of 
cream or some other dainty popped 
in with the next order. : 

In trading, as in any other line of 
life, we should remember the Gold- 
em Rule; “Do to others as you would 
be done by’—-and many of the pres- 
ent difficultics in marketing would 
disappear.

Canada is larger in area than the 
United States, including AJaska, by 
111,992 square miles (Canada 3,729,- 
665; —United States and Alaska, 3,- 
617,6773).

Canada is as large as 30 United 
Kingdoms and 18 Germans. twice 
the size of British India; almost as 
large as Europe; 18 times the size of 
France; 33 of Italy. 

Canada's proportion of population 
is nearly two per square mile; Unit- 
ed States 25; England.and Wales 558; 
British Empire (outside India) 4. 

Canada is bounded — by three 
oceans; its 13,000*iniles of, coast line 
nearly equal, half the circumferenci 
of the earth. = 

Canada is 3,500 miles by. 1,400 tn 
area. The United  States-Canada 
boundry line is 3,000 miles long; 
1,600 miles. by land, 1,400 through 
water. 

In 1808, the area of the four prov- 
inces entering Confederation was 
662,148 square miles; now the Do-] 
minion parliament exercises juris- 
diction over 3,729,665 square miles.

In the last few years before the 
war the world came to know some 
of the rotten features of the German 
army, the German .officer, and. the 
German soldier, .-The famous “Cap- 
tain von’ Kopenick”: will not readily 
be forgotten. He was an old’ cob- 
bler who had not even been a $ol- 
dier, as, he was deformed. But don- 
ning an officer’s uniform, which was 
not even complete, he assumed com- 
imand of a squad of soldiers whom he 
met in a street in Berlin, and march- 
‘ed them out to Kopenick,-a_ village 
cight miles. southeast of the. capital, 


dj where he held up the burgemcister 


or mayor, and robbed the treasury of 
the ‘vilages-The brutal, and disgust- 
ing conduct: of-Lieutenant von Forst- 
ner, in the neighborhood of Zabern 
(formerly Saverne)’ in Alsace-Lor- 
raine, threw a light on the mentality 
of the German’ officer. “ But — the 
greatest exposure of the inner rot- 
tenness of the system and its in- 
dividuals, officers, non-commissioned 
officers, and men, was made in the 
celebrated military novel, “Aus Einer 
Bilse, published in Germany in 1903, 
and translated into English under the 
title, “Life in a Garrison Town.” The 
novel was surpressed) in Germany 
and its author imprisoned. . But still 
the machine kept its reputation. 

If the German ‘army, as a ma-~ 
chine ‘and in its individuals; had 
been what Germany had led Europe 
to believe, yictory ought to have fol- 
lowed quickly the invasion of Bel- 
gium. But the Belgian soldier sur- 
prised the world by unexpected cour- 
age and sabrifice, with every disad- 
vantage to face. He rose to nobility 
in comparison with the armics of the 
kaiser. The French soldier soon 
found that individually he was more 
than the German’s equal. His pa- 
triotic self-sacrifice made him strong 
in defeat as few believed that he 
could be, and then his innate bril- 
liance as a soldier, the inheritance of 
centuries, came to the surface again. 
But the greatest revelation to the 
world was in the qualities of the 
British army. ~Mons, the Aisne and 
the- Marne, followed by the two bat- 
tles of Ypres, destroyed once for all 
the legénd of the national superiouty 
of the Germans as soldiers. 

One and all they appear as gross 
materialists; French , Belgians and 
British appear as idealists—thei- in- 
spiration is love of.country, | love of 
justice and right; it is.a religious m- 
spiration. Their inspiration is still 
a rsing force, that of the Germans is 
spent in the consciousness of failure. 
‘he German idea of fighting is to 
overwhelm by mass; Frenchmen, 
Belgian and Briton, each desires 
nothing better than to get at the in- 
dividualdBosche im hand to hand con- 
lict, with bomb or bayonet. .So 
marked is this contrast at the pres- 
ent time that, while the French and 
British make continuous trench raids 
with. their ordinary forces, the enemy 
apparently cannot. get his rank and 
file to. face this. work( and has to 
employ his special sturmtruppen, or 
storming troops,’ Whoever may. be 
“the ‘finest soldier in the world,” it is 
not the German. Man to man, and 
hand to hand, he is proved inferior

A Better Understanding 


Now Overcoming, the Ill-effects of 
‘ American Prejudice 


An important result of the war will 
be the improved relations between 
Great Brifain and the Unitcd States. 
There has, unfortififately, been a pre- 
judice against English and 
Inglishmen due chiefly to Fenians 
and the American politicians who ca- 
ter to the ‘Irish-American vote. 
American school .“books . have been 
stuffed ‘with grotesque falsehoods 
about-the stupidity of English states- 
inen and the cowardice and cruclty 
of English soldiers. On the other 
hand there has been no misrepresen- 
tation of the United States in British 
text-books and in England for a long 
time the American has been more 
warmly received than any other 
alien.

Why Americans 
-: Enlist So Slowly 


They Want Lots “Cast and Then 


They'll Take’ Their Chances 
as. Indicated ‘4 


Annesley’ Burrowes writes as fol- 
lows in’ the Detroit’ Free Press: 

That million of volunteers wlio 
were .to spring. to arms over night, 
accdérding to the promise of anti-pre- 
paredness congressmen, have_not yet 
sprung.: In fact the United States 
has not as yet produced‘as many mil- 
itary volunteers as Canada produced 
during: the first weeks pf the war, 

Excluding the French Canadians, 
who have not responded to the call, 
Canada has only.a few more than 5,- 
000,000 of people, while the United 
States has about 20 times that num- 
ber. Within two wecks after the call 
for volunteers, Canada ‘had 32,000 
men under arms, and more coming. 
On the same basis, had Canada been 
a nation of: 100,000,000 it would have 
produced in the sanie ‘period 740,000 
volunteers, Since the’ war began, 
Canada with her 5,000,000 of available 
population, has enlisted 400,000 vol- 
unteers and at the same rate, had shie 
possessed 100,000,000 population 
would have produced 8,000,000. o 
volunteers. : 

Nobody has yet suggested that.8,- 
000,000 Americans will volunteer or 
be asked to volunteer for military 
service. But, on the other hand no- 
body would venture to suggest that 
the young men of the United States 
are less courageous than the young 
men of Canada,. 

The fact simply is that the young 
men of the United States are more 
progressive than the young men of 
Canada. The Canadians stuck to the 
old fashioned idea of volunteering. 
Théy persisted in the belief that the 
state has no right to call on its young 
men to sacrifice life and: fortune for 
the benefit of the whole nation. In 
their opinion, it was the duty of the 
state to beg this favor of its people 
and they thought the people retained 
the privilege of ascending when tlicy 
felt. like it, or of telling the state to 
go hang if they did not choose to 
come to its aid. In a word, it never 
occurred to the Ganadians to raise an 
army. by any other means than the 
volunteer method. 

There aré many Ajnerican 
who share the Canadian view, and 
while. these are not enlisting © oyer 
night, by. the. million, as some con- 
gressmen so_ confidently predicted, 
they are nevertheless enlisting in 
considerable numbers. But the ma- 
jority of our youth have learned 
much since 1914, and look at the 
matter of military service from a 
new angle. They are quite willing to 
serve their country, but they do not 
see why certain ones should spring 
to arms while a lot of others who 
owe the same duty remain at home 
and make high wages or great pro- 
fits out of the war in which the vol- 
unteers make nothing but on the coh- 
trary lose legs, blood, and health. 

It is plain to them that the only 
fair way in which the selection . of 
soldiers can be ‘made is by the draw- 
ing of lots. They are perfectly will- 
ing to take chances. If they draw a 
job in a munition factory, ‘or a chair 
in an office, they will perform their 
duty to the country in that capacity, 
and if they draw a billet with a regi- 
inent.of infantry, or a battery of ar- 
tillery, they wilcae to France , or 
elscwhere, and acquit themselves as 
Americans should.

$17.50 a ton, the deposit is worth 
$23,625,000. 


Bare Shelves 


Food Shartage Will Not Be Relieved 
in 1917 

The world-wide shortage of food, 

Re- 

serve stocks are depleted. No matter 

what efforts are put forth now, there 


will be no accumulation of reserves, 


by next autumn. We. shall enter 
1918 with bare shelves, and, even if 
the war ends with the present suin- 
mer, general unsettlement and delay 
in restoring to civil employment men 
now engaged in war will probably 
cause world production next year to 
fall below the normal. 

It is imperative, therefore, that in 
this country our plans for increased 
production should not be limited to 
the present. We have, indeed, been 
too slow in appreciating the condi- 
tion by which we are faced to render 
possible such ‘increase in production 
this year as should have been provid- 
ed for. Tt.is not early now to plan 
for next season. While doing every- 
thing possible to recover lost ground 
in 1917, let us not forget the necessi- 
ties of 1918. More production this 
year and still more production next 
year should be the motto evér in 
mind.—From the Toronto Globe.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN: NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may homestead 
a quarter-section of available Domin- 
ion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at. the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Eatty 
by proxy may be made at any Domin- 
ion Lands’ Agency. (but. not Swb-; 
Agency), on gertain. condittons. ) 

Duties—Six months residence upon} 
and cultivation of the land in each of| 
A-bomesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on 
a farm of at least 80 acres, on certain 
conditions. ‘A habitable house is re- 
quired except where residence is per- 
formed In -the. vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months’ residence in 
each of three years after earning home- 
stead patent; also 60.acreq extra cul- 
tivation. Pre-emption patent may be 
obtained as soon as homestead patent, 
on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhapsted his 
homestead right may take a purchased 
‘homestead In. certain districts. Price

vate 50, acres and erect a house worth 
$800.
